Observer  looked  to  the  sky  and  saw  an  elliptical  object, 
darker  than  the  rest  of  the  sky.  It  was  spinning  rapidly 
from  left  to  right,  or  counter-clockwise.  Across  the  front 
were  four  alternating  blue-white  lights.  On  the  top  & bottom 
were  two  li^ts,  the  top  one  being  slightly  pink.  Object 
was  about  50  degrees  elevation.  It  was  slowly  wanning  and 
flying  into  the  western  sky.
